Cincinnati Papers do not Agree 


on Report but Chesapeake 


and Ohio the Fav orite. 


The G., H. & D. railroad lias been 
sold in the paj>ers sev eral times this 
week to the Pere Marquette, the C.C. & 
L. and the C. & O., but the facts are 
that it still belongs to the old stock 
holders. 
The G., H. & D. lias been sold more 
often on paper, than any other road in 
the country . 
Owing to the strategic 
often discussed in con- 
some other sy stem of 
position it is 
nection with 
railway . 
All 
things 
tli ere appears 
considered, howev er, 
to be more in talk of 
selling the road at the present time 
than there ev er lias been before. 
- 
There are manjr persons w ho giv e 
the C., H. & D. to the Chesapeake & 
Ohio. 
The latter company is con­ 
trolled, at least as its policy , and 
presumably 
as to its finances, by 
the Pennsy lv ania. 
The Cheaspeake & 
Ohio is primarily a 
coal-carry ing 
road. 
It trav erses a section pitted with 
coal mines and y ielding an enormous 
tonnage. 
The road at present has an 
outlet to the great lakes in Ohio, in 
connection with the C., H. & D. at 
Toledo. 
The tonnage ov er this route 
is enormous. 
The Chesapeake 
& Ohio, by secur­ 
ing the C., H. & D., would gain 
v aluable terminals not only in Toledo, 
but in Cincinnati, Indianapolis and 
other points, and would inherit v alua­ 
ble traffic agreements for entrance in­ 
to Chicago. 
The report, which has frequently 
appeared in these columns, to the 
effect that the Marquette is after the 
C., II. & D. lias of course many sup­ 
porters but the report that the C., C. 
<fc L. has designs on the C., H. & D. 
is credited in v ery few places. 
The official* of the latter line posi­ 
tiv ely deny all knowledge of such a 
project. 
One of the high officials said y ester­ 
day : “ I hav e nev er heard of such a 
deal being ev en remotely suggested, 
We hav e told all inquirers, persistently* 
and truthfully , for the four y ears that 
the C., C. & L. has been in ex istence, 
that not a dollar’s worth of our stock 
was owned by any other set of men 
sav o the men who originally put in 
their money . 
Concerning the report of C., H. & 
D. being sold to Pere Marquette, the 
official said he thought that it was an 
interesting fact that representativ es 
and backers of the latter line had 
made a tour of the C., H. & D. twrice 
withiif a y ear, inspecting terminals 
and looking ov er connections which 
deliv er heav y tonnage. 
The C., H, & D. officials w ho went 
to New York ten da>Ts ago are still 
there.

To ev ery one wdio was acquainted 
with the J ournal and had read it 
daily for a number of y ears, the fail­ 
ure of the Star to issue a paper more 
like the J ournal than the Star, was a 
source of much disappointment and 
the occasion for resentment, bordering 
on anger.

“ Word was receiv ed here late Satur­ 
day afternoon by relativ es of the sud­ 
den death of J ohn E. Clouse, at Rush­ 
v ille, Indiana. 
He was found walk­ 
ing on the streeet Saturday afternoon 
in a dazed condition and was taken 
care of until 5:30 p. m. 
He nev er re­ 
cov ered consciousness. 
There is no 
reason to believ e that he took his own 
life. 
His age was thirty -six . 
He 
leav es a widow and one chÿ d. 
Thé 
remains were brought home Sunday 
afternoon at 4 o’clock. 
The funeral 
will be held Tuesday morning at 8 
o’clock from St. Mary ’s church. 
In­ 
terment in Forest Hill cemetery .” 
The suicide theory 
was not the 
general one in this city , most people 
believ ing that lie had simply ov er­ 
dosed himself with morphine.

Miners and Soldiers Come To­ 


gether at Gunnv ille; Desper­ 


ate ¿6 Deadly Encounter. 


Victor, Col., J une 9 .—A pitched bat­ 
tle between the military and union 
miners was fought at DunnTille. the 
new mining camp, thirteen miles oat 
of Victor, last ev ening. 
J ohn Carley , 
a union miner, was killed. The troope 
returned to Victor, bringing with them 
fourteen captiv es. 
It was reportod before the special 
train left Victor for Dunnv ille, bearing 
the force under General Bell, that the 
miners in the hills about Dunnv ille 
numbered about 250 men and that it 
was their intention to march into Vic­ 
tor in a body and attempt to liberate 
by force the inmates of the temporary 
bull-pen In Victor. That the force ac­ 
tually consisted of but twenty -one men 
is the statement of one of the number 
that was taken captiv e. 
# 
The train proceeded to the immedi­ 
ate v icinity of Dunnv ille without un­ 
usual incident. When about a quarter 
of a mile distant from the Dunnv ille 
temporary siation, the officers could 
see the camp of the miners. It includ­ 
ed one cabin and s» x or sev en tents. 
The officers left the train at the com­ 
mand of General Bell and prepared to 
adv ance on the camp of the unionists 
in regular skirmish order. 
As they 
emerged from the cut in which the 
train had come to a stop they were 
greeted with a v olley of shots which 
came from the point3 of v antage sur­ 
rounding the hills. 
Deputies returned the fire to the 
best adv antage possible, and promiscu­ 
ous shooting was engaged in for a 
period of ten minutes. From the char­ 
acter of the shooting from the hills 
General Bell immediately recognized 
the fact that the strength of the min­ 
ers had been greatly ov er-estimated 
and that he had sufficient force under 
his command to make an immediate 
round-up and capture the entire oppos­ 
ing force. 
Accordingly he div ided the 
deputies and soldiers into sev en de­ 
tachments and these set out to make 
a complete clean-up of all the sur­ 
rounding hills. 
Fourteen men were 
taken 
prisoners. 
A 
second 
battle 
took place later In the night. 
8 ev en 
soldiers sent on horseback to Big 
Hill, two miles east of Victor, to arrest 
union miners, found them intrenched. 
The men refused to surrender, and 
the soldiers opened fire. 
Ov er 200 
shots were fired. 
The miners opened 
fire on the soldiers as soon as they 
saw them coming up the hill. No one 
was wounded. 
Sev en men were cap­ 
tured by the guards and taken to Crip­ 
ple Creek. 
Intense ex citement again 
reigns here. 


A Moscow journal prints a letter 
from a Russian soldier at Port Arthur 
in which the following sentences oc­ 
curs: “ We hav e giv en all onr guns 
names. 
One of them we call Togo, 
because it makes so much noise, but 
hasn’t hit any thing y et.” 


Back to America.

Chine s e Bring Ne ws . 
Che Foo, J une 9 .—The C h in e se , both 
merchants and coolies, are leav ing 
Port Arthur with the permission of the 
Russian 
authorities. 
Fifty 
junka 
which left Port Arthur y esterday with 
Chinese passengers are now arriv ing 
here. Th® reports of the latest arriv ­ 
als v ary in minor details, but agree 
in a general statement that a battle 
has been raging for four day s within 
ten miles of Port Arthur. All the Rus­ 
sian soldiers hav e. It is stated, left 
Port Arthur for the front and only 
three large ships and a number of 
small ones remain in the harbor. 


Fa ir Tria l Guaranteed. 
Cripple Creek. Col., J une 9 .—General 
Bell has appointed a commission to 
try all prisoners. “ The prisoners will 
be treated fairly .” said General Bell. 
“ It Is not my desire to inflict upon any 
of them punishment that they do not 
deserv e, and as fast as this is practi­ 
cable they will be sent away or placed 
In the class that will be held indefi­ 
nitely . 
I Intend that ev ery man inno­ 
cent of t>e crimes that hav e been per­ 
petrated in the district shall go free, 
and ev ery one who is guilty shall be 
punished. I intend to hav e matters In 
shape within a few hours so that ev ery 
business hou3e and ev ery mine in the 
district can open and proceed with 
business unmolested.” 


Fa c tions Tire d Out. 
Cripple Creek, Co!., J une 9 .—Teller 
county is once more under martial law 
and the military is in supreme com­ 
mand. 
Declaration of military rule 
has already had a salutary effect. AH 
factions in the camp are tired of the 
long-drawn-out controv ersy , and are 
planning a settlement. 


Early Adv ices Ex pected. 
St. Petersburg, J une 9 .—One of the 
most prominent officials of the war j 
office say s that important news from I 
the front is ex pected within three 
day s. 


Anothe r Side of It. 
New York, J une 9 .—When Hannah 
Elias, the negress under arrest for ex 
tortion, goes on the witness stand In 
her own defense Friday she will tell, 
It is ex pected, a story of how she was 
blackmailed for y ears and how threats 
of the relations between herself and 
J ohn R. Platt drew thousands of dol­ 
lars from her, a great part of which 
money Platt furnished, knowing for 
what it was to be used. 
Following 
her testimony two warrants will prob­ 
ably be issued for persons who ren­ 
dered professional serv ices to the ne- 
gress, one of them a phy sician and the 
other 
lawy ar.

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JAPS CUT CABLE 


Decisiv e Action at Port Arthur 


Proceeding in Absolute 


Secrecy . 


Mukden, J une 9 .—According to In­ 
formation here a J apanese squadron of 
nine v essels has been bombarding tha 
coast between Stung Yu Cheng and 
Kai Chou on the west coast of tha Liao 
Tung 
panlnsula 
J ust 
below 
Naw 
Chwang, sinca J une 7. 


Liao Yang, J une 9 .—The J apanese, 
according to Chinese reports, made 
sev eral sustained and stubborn attacks 
on Port Arthur simultaneously by land 
and sea. 
They were repulsed with 
sev ere loss. 
The position of the J ap­ 
anese In Kwang Tung is said to be 
precarious. 
There are rumors from 
the same sources that the Vladiv ostok 
squadron has effected a J unction with 
the Port Arthur fleet, that a nav al 
battle took place and that the J ap­ 
anese lost four large ships. 


London .J une 9 .—The sudden Inter­ 
ruption of the cable between Korea 
and J apan is considered significant of 
the imminence of important, operations 
at Port Arthur, the J apanese hav ing 
taken precaution, as usual, to cut the 
only means of communication with the 
outside world and thus enable her na­ 
v al and military forces to work with 
absolute secrecy . 
No attention is paid in London to ru­ 
mors that the storming of the fortress 
has already begun, because it is known 
that at the battle of Kin Chau, General 
Oku had ex hausted his ammunition 
and an insufficient period had elapsed 
during which the stores of ammunition 
can 
be 
renewed 
and 
siege 
guns 
brought into position. It is understood 
likely that Admiral Togo is not av erse 
to Port Arthur wasting its ammunition 
in constant encounters with the gun­ 
boats. This may ex plain the rumored 
bombardments, while the firing on the 
land side may be due to preliminary 
operations hav ing for their purpose 
the driv ing in of the Russian forces.

At the recent Demo cratic state co n­ 
ventio n Republican leadership was de­ 
no unced fo r claiming credit o n acco unt 
o f the reductio n o f the state debt, and 
the presiding o fficer declared th at this 
"reductio n has been effected as the re­ 
sult o f a tax law enacted by a Demo ­ 
cratic state legislature.” 
An exam­ 
inatio n o f the reco rd reveals the utter 
indefensibility o f this po sitio n. 
Dem­ 
o cratic o fficers had charge o f the fiscal 
affairs o f the state fo r two y ears after 
the state began to derive the increased 
revenues resulting fro m the new tax 
law, and were unable, if they were will­ 
ing, to begin to wipe o ut that mo nu­ 
ment to their o wn metho ds o f finan­ 
ciering, the state debt. 
W hen the Republican financial o ffi­ 
cers went o ut o f o ffice in January , 
1891, they left the debt at $8,056,615.12. 
At the end o f that fiscal y ear the 
Demo crats had Increased it to $8.346,- 
615.12. 
At the clo se o f the next fiscal 
y ear it was the same, the Increase be­ 
ing due to mo ney bo rro wed fo r cur­ 
rent expenses, no twithstanding 
the 
new tax law added to the revenues o f 
the state $1,419,778 In 1891 and $1,- 
461,197 in 1882. 
Thus In two y ears 
they had an increase o f revenue o f 
$2,880.875 and no reductio n o f debt 
until 1893, at the end o f which fiscal 
y ear the debt was $8,006,615.12, a re­ 
ductio n o f o nly $340,000 fro m what it 
was the y ear befo re and the y ear pre­ 
ceding that. 
Fro m the debt o f 1890 there was a 
reductio n o f o nly $50,000. 
Demo cratic 
state o fficials paid just $50,000 mo re 
than the sum by which they had In­ 
creased the debt, when the state reve­ 
nues were millio ns mo re than they 
were under their predecesso rs. 
W hen the fiscal y ear o f 1894 was 
clo sed Demo cratic state o fficials had 
paid o n the debt $570,000 additio nal, 
o r since taking charge in 1891, in all 
$910,000. 
That put the debt at $7,436,- 
615.12. That am o unt was $620,000 less 
than the debt the Republicans left 
and $910,000 less than the debt was 
after the Demo crats had Increased it. 
They paid $400,000 mo re in January , 
1895. 
The to tal o f $1,300,000 reductio n o f 
state debt by Demo crats will bear the 
fo llo wing analy sis: 
In 1893 there was paid $80,000 o n the 
o riginal debt and $260,000 bo rro wed by 
Demo crats. To tal, >340,000. 
In 1894 there was paid $570,000. 
In January , 1895, there was paid 
$400,000. 
In these y ears o f Demo cratic finan­ 
ciering. with the two preceding, 1891 
and 1892, when the Demo crats increas­ 
ed the debt, the revenues o f the state 
were, o n acco unt o f the new tax law, 
$4,486.928 mo re than they had ever 
been. 
In additio n to this they had the 
use o f $578,224 sinking fund, created 
fo r the so le purpo se o f pay ing the 
debt. 
In all they had at co mmand 
$5,000,000 in excess 
o f revenues and 
sinking fund with which to reduce the 
debt. 
But o ut o f this vast sum they 
used fo r th at purpo se o nly $580,000, 
the greater part o f $1,300,000 state 
debt reductio n by them being made 
with mo ney paid the state by the go n 
eral go vernment fo r equipping tro o ps 
during the civil war. 
Alo ngside this reco rd place that o f 
the era o f Republican m anagem ent 
which has succeeded.

ual o r a state. 
Mo ney is saved at the 
po int where It go es o ut, no t at the 
place where if co mes in. 
In Indiana 
the saving has been effected by the 
establishm ent 
and 
m aintenance 
o f 
strict business metho ds in state Insti­ 
tutio ns, including 
a merit sy stem o f 
appo intm ents: co mpetitive bids in the 
purchase o f all supplies; a sy stem o f 
acco unting which renders disho nest 
adm inistratio n impo ssible; and strict 
metho ds o f supervisio n. 
A vo te fo r Republican state and leg­ 
islative candidates is a vo te against 
the state debt. 
Co ntinuance fo r an­ 
o ther term o f Republican adm inistra­ 
tio n in Indiana will result in its to tal 
extinctio n.

Go verno r Beckham in his speech 
accepting the tem po rary chairm anship 
anno unced th at the fight fo r the co n­ 
tro l o f the party was no t o f his seek­ 
ing.
